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Schools unveil Literacy Plan to combat stagnant results

WILMINGTON - After 
years of study and prepara- 
tion; a recent school com- 
mittee meeting saw the 
unveiling of the new District 
Literary Plan. K-5 Literacy 
Coach Holly Banusiewicz 
took point on the presenta- 
tion, revealing the manner 
with which the Wilmington 
school district hoped to 
spark stagnant test scores. 

Wilmington students’ test 
scores in the English/ 


Language Arts MCAS have - 


remained largely the same 
for the last few years. In 
2015, 55 percent of students 
across the district tested 
into the “Proficient” catego- 
ry of MCAS testing, down 
from the 58% that tested 
“Proficient” in 2013 and 2014. 
However the percentage of 


students testing into the 
“Advanced” category increas- 
ed from 20 percent in 2014 to 
23 percent in 2015. Five per- 
cent of Wilmington students 
tested into the “Warning/ 
Failing” Category, the same 
percentage as in 2014. 

This lack of growth is espe- 
cially evident in the results of 
students with disabilities. 
Since 2012, the number of stu- 
dents with disabilities testing 
into the “Advanced” category 
has only grown from one per- 
cent to four percent. In 2012, 
30 percent of students with 
disabilities tested into the 
“Proficient” category, a num- 
ber that rose only one per- 
cent in 2015, for a total of 31 
percent of students with dis- 
abilities. The number of stu- 
dents with disabilities scor- 
ing in the “Needs Improve- 
ment” category went from 45 
percent to 41 percent, while 
the “Warning/Failing” rates 


Four water taps removed 
from schools due to lead

WILMINGTON - Four of 
the 52 water taps in the 
Wilmington school district 
have been replaced due to 
containing lead levels slight- 
ly above current federal and 
state “Action Level”. 

As_ established by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agen- 
cy (EPA) and the Massachu- 
setts Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP), an 
“action level” is not a maxi- 
mum contaminant level. The 
Action Level for lead is 15 
parts per billion (ppb), and 
four taps were found to be 
slightly in excess. 

The front hallway fountain 
at the Boutwell School (18.1 
ppb), the room five faucet at 
the Boutwell School (16.8 
ppb), the level 1B fountain at 
the Shawsheen School (16.2 
ppb) and the kitchen faucet 
at the West Intermediate 
Sehool (17.6 ppb). 

*Eead is not in the Town’s 
[sic] water supply but due to 
the age of these buildings, 
plumbing and fixtures in our 
buildings may contain lead, 
resulting in this increase in 
the lead content in the tap 
water,” Superintendent Mary 
DeLai wrote in a notice pub- 
lished on the Wilmington 
Health Department website. 
“The Town [sic] is taking 
these results seriously and 
has moved immediately to 
safeguard the health of stu- 
dents and staff.” 

Per DeLai’s statement, all 
four fixtures have been 
remove from service. DeLai’s 
statement committed to test- 
ing. “ALL” possible and po- 
tential drinking water sour- 
ces in schools. 

“If any of those fixtures 
tests above the Action Level, 
they will be replaced over 
the summer,” DeLai wrote. 

Lead in school water sup- 
plies has been a hot button 


issue in the wake of townspeo- 
ple in Flint, Michigan drink- 
ing contaminated water for 
years, despite government 
personnel apparently being 
fully aware of the contamina- 
tion. Outery over this incident 
has sparked numerous simi- 
lar investigations and revela- 
tions across the country. 

An article in the New York 
Times dated March 26 found 
numerous cases of schools 
and other public buildings 
developing contaminated wa- 
ter supplies due to aged build- 
ings. That article references 
the decision to switch the 
drinking supply of schools in 
Baltimore, Maryland entirely 
to bottled water, due to that 
being a more cost effective 
than tearing out the old pipes. 

According to DeLai’s state- 
ment, it was word of this rash 
of contamination that in- 
spired the Wilmington Public 
Buildings Department to test 
“all potential sources of drin- 
king water in our schools.” 
Said investigation was con- 
ducted on May 19, when 
water samples were collected 
and sent to ChemServe 
Environmental Analysts. 

“The Board of Health would 
like to remind parents that 
lead levels in children are 
often checked prior to start- 
ing kindergarten and are not 
usually repeated unless there 
is a concern exposure,” read 
a statement from the Board 
of Health. 

“If you are concerned about 
exposure to lead, talk to your 
local health care provider 
about having your child’s 
blood tested for lead. A blood 
level test is the only way to 
know if you are being exposed 
to lead.” 

DeLai encouraged parents 
seeking more information to 
contact Superintendent of Pub- 
lie Buildings George Hooper, 
Director of Public Works 
Michael Woods, or Director of 
Administration and Finance

Superintendent Mary DeLai 
and the school committee 
have made these English/ 
Language Arts results a sub- 
ject of frequent discussion at 
the school committee open 
session meetings. A District 
Literary Plan Committee 
(DLPC) was formed in 2014, 
with representatives from 
elementary schools, the 
Middle School, the High 
School, as well as Mary 
Houde, Administrator for 
Special Education and Dr.

Energy czar, $60 million 
high school stadium and

BC Graduation speaker 

Just a few days ago, we and 
many others attended gradu- 
ation ceremonies for a 
grandson who had completed 
his years at Boston College 
and heading towards a 
career in finance. This year’s 
speaker arrived at the gradu- 
ation ceremony 50 years 
after his own graduation 
from BC but this time on the 
stage in Alumni Field as the 
United States Secretary of 
Energy. His entrance in a 
motorcade of vans was very 
different than 50 years ago, 
which Ernest Moniz recalled 
in his comments to the class 
and the families of graduat- 
ing students. 

As we all recall, Moniz has 
been most active in working 
on mid-east peace and arms 
agreements in the Obama 
administration and com- 
mented that students 
“should embrace change 
going forward as we have no 
idea of what the world will 
look like in fifty years.” He 
said, “the only constant will 
be change.” Moniz also 
talked about the continuing 
growth in robotic services, 
global warming, global secu- 
rity and the growth of isola- 
tionism. 

At this 140th Boston Col- 
lege Commencement, Moniz 
pushed all graduates to 
adopt solid core values and 
live by them throughout life. 
Some 4,000 Boston College 
students received their grad- 
uate and undergraduate de- 
grees at the festive ceremo- 
ny at Chestnut Hill.

Land Court rules in favor 
‘of Ledges developer

' WOBURN - A Land Court 
- justice has ruled against 
the city's Zoning Board of 
“Appeals (ZBA) in its 
appeal of the Ledges of 
Woburn project off Main 
Street in North Woburn 
just south of the Wil- 
mington town line on the 
- westerly side of Main St. 
* (Rte. 38). 

In a decision recorded on 
June 3, Justice Howard P. 
Spiecher denied a motion 

‘filed by he ZBA to block 
construction of the Ledges 
project for 168 units filed 
under state law Chapter 
40B, which allows the 
developer to bypass most 
local zoning controls in 
-exchange for providing a 
“certain percentage of the 
units to low and moderate 
“income residents. 
>The Land Court verdict 
* was the latest in a series 
of setbacks in the city's 
opposition to the project, 
-which has spanned about 
13 years and numerous 
judicial venues. The city 
»retains the option of fur- 
ther appealing the Land 


Court decision to the 
Appeals Court. The dead- 
line to file an appeal is 
July 5. 

"Our argument all along 
has been the (Ledges) site 
is not a feasible venue," 
said Galvin. "All our legal 
options will be examined, 
and a further appeal by 
the ZBA would have my 
full support." 

Though the Land Court 
ruling is not on the agenda 
for the ZBA's regular 
meeting on Wednesday (7 
p.m.) at City Hall, the 
board could discuss the 
matter during the "any 
other matter that may be 
legally before the board" 
portion of the meeting. 

The Ledges site is located 
at 1042 Main St., just south 
of the Wilmington line. 
After at least two housing 
projects were turned down, 
CirSan Realty, which 
owned the property at the 
time, filed in 2003 for a 
comprehensive permit 
with the state under 
Chapter 40B. Despite ada- 
mant opposition from the 
city, the project was 
approved at the state level, 
but never went forward

Wildwood/Glen Road Intersection 


Adjustments coming 
to controversial light

WILMINGTON- The traffic 
lights installed at the inter- 
section of Glen Road and 
Middlesex Avenue, and at 
the intersection of Mid- 
dlesex Avenue and Wildwood 
Avenue have caused a great 
deal of frustration for resi- 
dents and commuters since 
they were turned on last 
month. Now, movement is 
underway to begin adjusting 
the lights to better suit the 
realities of Wilmington’s 
roads. 

On Monday night, Town 
Manager Jeffery Hull pro- 
vided the Board of Select- 
men with a letter stating 
that representatives from 
the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of ‘Transportation 
(MassDOT), the project 
engineers at Green Inter- 
national Affiliates, and the 
Public Works Department 
met on June 3 to review the 
feedback. 

“Timing adjustments have 
been made to signals at both 
intersections to reduce the 
backups that have been ex- 
perienced on Wildwood 
Street, Glen Road and

Middlesex Avenue,” Hull 
wrote. “Additional adjust- 
ments are being recom- 
mended by Green Inter- 
national.” 

Hull stated that striping 
will added along the east- 
bound lane of Middlesex 
Avenue in front of the 
Nichols Funeral Home, sig- 
naling that the space is not 
intended as a travel lane to 
turn right onto Wildwood 
Road. 

Along with these changes, 
Green International is also 
recommending coordinating 
the signal sequencing between 
the Glen Road signals and the 
Federal Street signals. 

“This coordination would 
reduce some of the backup 
that is occurring on 
Middlesex Avenue traveling 
north/east between Federal 
Street and Glen Road,” Hull 
wrote. “Due to the age and 
design of the traffic signals 
at Middlesex Avenue and 
Federal Street, the. signal 
sequencing is on a set timer 
and does not change its tim- 
ing based upon traffic 
demand.”

Frances Mary (Machies- 
ky) Martin, age 90, of Wil- 
mington, died peacefully at 
Care One at Wilmington on 
June 9, 2016, with her family 
by her side.

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Dave Riese: Echo from Mount Royal

WILMINGTON—Wilmington__resi- 
dent and author Dave Riese came 
home from a vacation recently and 
sat down at his computer to check his 
email only to find out that he won two 
award for his novel, “Echo from 
Mount Royal.” 

“I couldn’t believe my eyes; I was on 
cloud nine. It really reaffirmed my 
belief in the story,” he said. 

He was the winner for the General 
Fiction category as well as the sec- 
ond place winner for the All Fiction 
Books category for the 2016 Next 
Generation Indie Book Awards. 
“Riése added that he had entered 
many book contests and never heard 
back, which didn’t make him feel 
very. good about it, but Amazon 
teviews for the novel are very posi- 
tive,‘ and that plus winning the two 
awards makes him feel better. 

EEE bo from Mount Royal is a self- 
piiblished novel. 
: “Efeally wanted to see it done, and 
ting an agent and a_ publisher 
e$ a lot of time,” he said before 
@oing on to describe the process. 
\“Publishers get thousands upon 
tholtisands of queries a year for peo- 
ple” wanting to publish their books, 
Riese went to see a publisher speak 
once and the publisher mentioned 
that he only reads one sentence of a 
uery and if it doesn’t grab him from 
there, it just gets thrown out. And 
just because you do get an agent to 
support the book, doesn’t guarantee a 
publisher will follow. 

‘Aso, neither an agent or a publish- 
én will be happy with a book that has 
mistakes, you need to hire a copyedi- 
tor and proofreader to go over the 
book, which is another expense.” 
‘Echo from Mount Royal takes place 
in Montreal i in 1951 and tells the story 
of ‘18-year-old Rebecca. The book is 
described as being about a young 
woman from a working class, 
Catholic-Jewish family who blindly 
falls in love with a handsome, 
wealthy, Jewish orthodox man. Their 
courtship is a romantic dream, but 
elass, religion, and family secrets

test their love and lead to a shocking, 
life changing revelation. 

The novel is a fictionalized account 
of stories told to Riese by Riva, a 
friend that he met in a coffee shop 
located under an office where he 
used to work. 

“IT was very fortunate to have her,” 
said Riese. “It was a lot of fun and 
made me wish that I had asked my 
parents and grandparents more ques- 
tions. She gave me a lot of details 
that really set the stage for the story 
and made it seem real. 

“Riva was a great sport. She want- 
ed a certain ending from the story 
and I wrote it that way for her, but 
then I took it to my critique group 
and a woman there yelled at me for 
it, and I knew I had to change it. I 
don’t think Riva ever forgave me for 
it,” he joked, “I still see her every 
three or four months.” 

Riese has been writing for his whole 
life, mostly short stories, 
and it was 
always a 
dream of his to 
write a novel. 

“With work and 
raising a family, 

I didn’t have 
much time to sit 
down and write a 
novel, so when I 
retired I thought 
‘this is your last 
chance, so sit down 
and do it.” 

Riese has four 
pieces of advice for 
aspiring writers: 
write every day, 
don’t over think on 


your first draft, 
before you show any- 
one what you’ve 


written edit your 
work so that they’re 
seeing the best that 
you have to offer for 
the stage you are on, 
and to join a critique 
group because you can 
learn a lot from people 
reading your work as 
well as from reading 
the work of others. 


“T think the two most impor- 
tant things are to write 
every day and to not think, 
just type while writing 
your first draft. Just set 
a schedule or a goal for 
yourself every day and 
sit down to write, it 
doesn’t matter what 
the amount of words or 
time you set is, just 
make sure that you are 
writing every day. 

“And when writing a 
first draft don’t stop to 
think about spelling or 
grammar, just write, 
don’t stop the flow of 
ideas. Just write and 
look back at it in a few 
days, don’t throw any- 
thing out, just get it out.”

When McCoy began talking 
over Loud, a furious Loud ex- 
claimed, “You are lying! You 
are a liar!” 

“I'm kind of fed up with 
this,” recently-elected Select- 
man Kevin Caira said at one 
point. “I have absolutely no 
idea why you [McCoy] keep 
bringing this up. This is 
ridiculous.” 

“1’m embarrassed,” Cham- 
poux said. 

Recently-elected Selectman 
Greg Bendel did not speak 
once during this portion of 
the meeting. He looked out 


into the audience and did not 
watch as his fellow Select- 
men continued to rage at one 
another and with individuals 
in the audience. 

At a certain point, New- 
house was given the floor. 

“This whole conversation 
started because out of the 
blue at Town Meeting... Mr. 
McCoy saw fit to bring my 
name into it and to accuse me 
of using my position as a 
Selectman in some way that 
is inappropriate,” Newhouse 
said. “So after a year goes by 
from the time the Board of 
Selectmen took that issue on, 
after a comment out of the 
blue at town meeting, then 
Mr. McCoy wants to continue 
to bring it forward at a 
Selectmen meeting after a 
year of doing nothing and 
saying nothing.”

Track-and-Field Meet, 
Gaudreau finished fourth 
oyerall breaking his previous 
school record time with a 
personal best 22.11 seconds. 
He entered the meet ranked 
12th, but finished fourth. 

' “It was an honor to run 
against the fastest kids in 
New. England,” he said. “I 
ran my fastest time ever at 
22.11, (seconds), breaking the 
school record I set at the 
state meet which was 22.15. 
When we first got to the New 
England Meet, it was down 
pouring. It was off and on 
rain. for about the first two 
hours: we were there. It com- 
pletely cleared up by the 
time my race was starting so 
that was nice. 

“The all-state meet didn’t 
have. the same competition 
andthe kids at the meet yes- 
terday were the best 
around.” 

Mark Daley of Weaver, Ct. 
was._the winner coming in at 
21.60 and he was followed. by 
Nikolas Smith of 
Northampton, Ma at 21.96 
and- then Jevin Frett of 
Manchester, Ct., who fin- 
ished at 21.98. 

“Finishing fourth was not 
expected,” he admitted. “I 
came into the meet ranked 
twelfth. A few kids ranked 


~ ahead of me scratched the 


race and didn’t go, but with 
the time I ran, if everyone 
still ran, I still would’ve fin- 


" ished at least sixth, if not 


better.” 

Gearing up for this event 
certainly wasn’t easy. 
Gaudreau basically prac- 
ticed by himself with coach- 
es~ Mike Kinney and Rick 
Barry providing his work- 
outs; guidance and support. 

“During the week of prac- 
tice, Coach Barry worked 
with Joe on maintaining 
acceleration on the 100- 
meter turn to start the race,” 
explained Kinney. “However, 
this didn’t affect Joe at all. 
He got an awesome start and 
built up a lot of speed on the 
turn. Coming into the home 
stretch, he held his position 
and finished third in his heat 
against some of New 
England’s most elite run- 
ners. The winner of the race 
was an All-American Indoor 
runner in the 55-meters and 
300. 

“Joe ran a personal best 
time on a day in which most 
of the runners were way off 
their nest times due to the 
wet weather conditions, 
which didn’t affect Joe at 
all.” 

Gaudreau gave so much 
eredit and has been so 
appreciative of everything 


that his coaches have done 
for him on and off the track. 

“T wouldn’t have been able 
to do any of this without my 
coaches,” said Gaudreau. 
“Both of them have always 
had faith in me since fresh- 
man year and pushed me to 
my full potential. Coach 
Kinney is also a_ history 
teacher at the high school, 
so I talk to him everyday 
about track. He’s always 
looking up stats and has 
goals that I should set out for 
myself. Both coaches dedi- 
cate a lot of their time to the 
athletes. 

“T also want to thank my 
parents for always support- 
ing me. At least one of them 
has been at every single one 
of my meets cheering me on. 
My Dad used to be a very 
good high jumper and hur- 
dler back when he was in 
high school and college, so 
he is like a coach to me.” 

During this spring season, 
Gaudreau was undefeated in 
league competition in both 
the 200 and as the anchor leg 
of the 4x100 relay team. In 
the 200, he also won the 
Andover Booster’s Meet, was 
second at the Middlesex 
League Meet, was crowned 
the Class C Eastern Mass 
Champion and then placed 
fifth at the All-State Meet. 
The relay team was also the 
ML Meet Champions. 

“Joe came to us as a fresh- 
man with a ton of natural 
ability,” said Kinney. 
“However to reach the level 
of success that he has 
achieved requires a lot of 
hard work and attention to 
detail. He has been focused 
and has worked hard. 

“His discipline and commit- 
ment have allowed him to 
cut down his time through- 
out the season. He has made 
significant improvement in 
his sprinting form and his 
quickness coming out of the 
blocks. Joe rose to the occa- 
sion at the New England 
Meet and has been doing 
that all season. He thrives 
on pressure situations in the 
big meets. 

“His improved his school 
record time that stood for 42 
years. I think that is fitting 
that Joe beat Mike 
Esposito’s record because he 
was such a great athlete, and 
is one of Wilmington’s 
favorite sons. Joe is truly an 
exceptional talent and has 
represented Wilmington 
very well this year.” 

Kinney was asked to clarify 
the fact that Gaudreau broke 
Esposito’s longtime record. 

“Esposito’s record was 
22.16 but that was a convert- 
ed time from the 220-yard 
race and 220 yards is about 
1.1 meters shorter than the 
200. Also, today all the times 
are fully automatic timing 
which typically produces a 
time which is .24 seconds 
slower than a hand time. 

“Regardless of the compar- 
isons, Joe still has another 
year to go, but I think we 
could probably call him the 
fastest athlete to ever to 
come out of Wilmington.”

Bruce redoubled her 
efforts in preparation for 
her junior year, taking up 
winter track to keep running 
and stay fit during the win- 
ter doldrums. She credits 
this extra training with 
enabling the speed and 
endurance that made her so 
much more wildly effective 
during this season. 

“T think I’ve become a lot 
faster,” Bruce said. “I 
noticed that when I was run- 
ning up and down the field 
that there was a different 
feeling in my legs. I knew 
that this was as fast as I 
could go and wanted to keep 
doing it.” 

Along with her improved 
physical strength and stami- 
na, Bruce also worked hard 
to develop her mental game. 
She read as much motiva- 
tional material as possible 
and found inspiration in a 
wide variety of athletes, 
including legendary hockey 
player Wayne Gretzky. 

“He was a great hockey 
player because he knew 
where everyone on the ice 
was, not just two or three 
other players,” Bruce said, 
explaining that this led her 
to increase her own situa- 
tional awareness during a 
game.

Sean Collier Memorial

On April 18, 2013, MIT 
Police Officer Sean Collier 
was tragically killed by the 
Boston Marathon bombing 
suspects. His scholarship 
sends one MIT self-spon- 
sored recruit through the 
Lowell Police Academy 
annually as a student offi- 
cer. Officer Collier self spon- 
sored himself through the 
Transit Academy in order to 
start his law enforcement 
career.
